San Rafael Would Profit 
From First Street Extension 


Within the next couple of years, the 
conversion of Highway 101 to a six-lane 
freeway all the way from the Golden 
Gate bridge to San Rafael should be 
nearing completion. 
By the time it is completed— as we 
have noted here before—the volume of 
traffic quite likely will have grown to 
the point that congestion will be just as 
bad or worse than it is now. 
And, as we likewise have pointed out 
previously in this space, nowT is the time 
to try to foresee what some of the prob­ 
lems will be and begin to work toward 
their solution. 
We know that the completion of the 
freeway as far as San Rafael and the 
completion of the Richmond-San Rafael 
bridge will combine to generate sub­ 
stantially increased traffic in Marin. 
While the freeway presumably will 
be able to handle a considerable in­ 
crease, as will the bridge when the sec­ 
ond deck is completed and opened for 
travel, various '‘feeder” roads will NOT 
begin to be able to handle the increased 
traffic. 
Let’s consider San Rafael’s Second 
street which, basically, is the through 
route for autos and trucks moving from 
Highway 101 to the so-called Mann 
“Miracle Mile” area and beyond. 
It already is jam-packed at peak traf­ 
fic hours. 
It has no existing readily-available 
parallel route. When San Rafael exper­ 
imented with a one-way system some 
months ago, using Second street for 
East-bound traffic only (and Fifth ave­ 
nue for West-bound only) experience

quickly showed that any speed up or 
increase 
in 
carrying 
capacity 
was 
achieved only at the expense of fright­ 
ful congestion in San Rafael's shopping 
district— a result that brought heated 
protests from a group of business men. 
These protests, of course, were suffici­ 
ent to bring a swift end to the experi­ 
ment. 
Comes now a renewal of the old sug­ 
gestion for extending First street so it 
would connect with Highway 101 on the 
East end and with the Miracle Mile 
route on the West end. 
It would constitute a kind of a par­ 
allel to Second street as a through 
route. * 
A westerly extension of Lincoln ave­ 
nue, joining the Woodland route to con­ 
nect with Highway 101, similarly is pro­ 
posed to alleviate downtown congestion. 
These two, related projects have been 
described in the city hall as “planned 
for the future.” That label can be either 
good or bad. If it means that their need 
is firmly recognized and efforts to bring 
them into being are going to be pressed, 
it’s good. If, on the other hand, it means 
they are fine dreams for some indefinite 
future consideration—without any im­ 
mediate necessity for concern—then 
it’s bad. 
If Marin’s economic health is to be 
preserved by relieving congestion — 
present and future— in the county seat’s 
shopping district, we must get started 
now with the first necessary steps to­ 
ward this goal. Our city administration 
ought not let these projects “slide.” 


Few Shoplifters Kleptomaniacs; 
Most Of 'Em Are Housewives 


NEW7 YORK UP»—The Amer­ 
ican housewife, who has many 
virtues, also leads the nation 
in one form of crime—shop­ 
lifting. 
Light - fingered customers 
cost department and special­ 
ty stores at least 300 million 
dollars a year, and probably 
much more. 
“The greatest loss comes 
from the housewife,” said 
Mrs. Mary Congemi, one of 
the nation’s top store detec­ 
tives. “She is a good custom­ 
er in many ways. She pays 
her bills, keeps up her charge 
accounts—but she steals, too. 


* AND IF SHE KEEPS at it 
she soon learns all the tricks 
of the professionals.” 
Mrs. Congemi, special agent 
for William F, Alexander, a 
former infantry officer who 
acts as a security consultant 
for 
34 
department 
stores 
throughout the United States, 
has caught nearly 5,000 shop­ 
lifters in the last 10 years. 
“Most shoplifters are ama­ 
teurs,” she said, “but the 
amateurs account for 75 per 
cent of the losses. 


“THEY RANGE in age from 
8 to 80. A lot are teen-agers, 
but most are housewives be­ 
tween 20 and 40.” 
Women shoplifters outnum­ 
ber men at least five to one. 
But in either sex the person 


who actually steals from hun­ 
ger is unusual. 
Many people believe that 
most shoplifters suffer from 
kleptomania, or an irresist­ 
ible compulsion to take some­ 
thing that doesn’t belong to 
them, whether they have any 
real need for it or not. Mrs. 
Congemi grimly says this is 
purely a legend. 


“KLEPTOMANIA, if there 
really is such a thing, is very 
rare,” she said. “I’ve never 
encountered a kleptomaniac. 
Shoplifters simply want some­ 
thing for nothing. 
“They often have the mud­ 
dled idea that taking some­ 
thing from a big department 
store really isn’t stealing. They 
don’t understand the real 
moral issues until they are 
caught. 
“But I’ll say this about the 
average housewife who turns 
amateur shoplifter. Once she 
has been caught, even though 
she may have stolen many 
times 
before, 
she 
usually 
swears off forever.” 


SHOPLIFTERS are common 
in all walks of society, from 
the slum kid to the wealthy 
dowager.

Recently Max Hess, owner 
of an Allentown, Pa. depart­ 
ment store, gave a training 
course in shoplifting tech­ 
niques to 1,600 employees. 


THEN, TO PUT them to the 
test, Mrs. Congemi, who was

through the store to see what 
she could shoplift. 


“In an hour and a half I 
filled three shopping bags 
with more than $400 worth of 
merchandise,” she recalled. 
“I had lifted everything from 
ash trays to expensive dress­ 
es.” 
Wearing a mask over her 
head to hide her identity, 
Mrs. Congemi then confront­ 
ed the sales personnel at a 
specially called meeting and 
showed them the results of 
her safari through the store. 


“SALESPEOPLE themselves 
don’t appreciate the extent of 
shoplifting until you actually 
show them what can be done,” 
she said, and cited the case 
of one 20-year-old girl who 
stole sportswear valued at 
$20,000 from one store in a 
single season. 
One other odd fact about 
shoplifting: 
“It reaches its peak around 
the two greatest religious hol­ 
idays — Christmas and Eas­ 
ter,” said Mrs. Congemi.

Nov. 6 Ballot Again Will Contain 


Church Tax Exemption Proposition 


(Note—This is the fourth 
in a series of articles deal­ 
ing with the propositions 
that will appear on the No­ 
vember 6 ballot.) 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)—The 
matter of exemption from 
taxes of property used by 
churches for parking purpos­ 
es would seem almost a sub­ 
ject of no controversy, -but 
this is not so in Proposition 
No. 6 which will appear on 
the November 6 ballot. 
Throughout the years, as 
public transportation service 
has decreased on Sundays, 
and more and more people 
use automobiles to get to re­ 
ligious services, parking has 
become a tremendous prob­ 
lem. 
Some city planning commis­ 
sions are requiring a certain 
number of parking spaces off 
the street before giving per­ 
mit to build new churches, 
and in many instances, neigh­ 
boring property owners pro- 
est the building of a church 
because of the parking nui­ 
sance and danger the prob­ 
lem creates. 


PROPOSITION 6 seeks to 
correct this situation some­ 
what by providing that park-

ing lots owned by a church 
and used for church parking 
only, whether the lot be con­ 
tiguous to the church proper, 
be exempt from taxation on 
the same footing as the church 
property itself is not taxed.

Dolwig, of San Mateo County, 
in his argument in favor of 
the proposal, says it will not 
only assist the churches, but 
it will also benefit the motor­ 
ing public by helping to re­ 
lieve traffic and parking con­ 
gestion on the city streets. 
Further, says Dolwig, the 
churches which really need 
this exemption are for the 
most part located in down­ 
town areas, where taxes usu­ 
ally are high. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, 
Assemblyman Glenn E. Coo- 
lidge, of Santa Cruz, who 
wrote 
the 
opposing 
argu­ 
ment, says that the measure 
is misleading, because while 
it appears to extend the prop­ 
erty tax exemption, it will 
actually place severe restric­ 
tions in many cases upon an 
exemption already granted to 
churches for this purpose, and 
give the Legislature the pow­ 
er to modify or completely 
eliminate the exemption. 
The courts already have 
held, 
Coolidge 
says, 
that 
property immediately adja­ 
cent to a church and used 
to provide parking space for 
its members, is exempt from 
taxation, and the Legislature 
cannot take away or modify 
the exemption 
for church 
property so used. 


THE 
PROPOSED 
amend­ 
ment, says Coolidge, would 
place certain restrictions on 
availability of the exemption. 
The property must be requir­ 
ed by law to be made avail­ 
able for the parking of ve­ 
hicles of church-goers, which 
would in many cases elimi­ 
nate the exemption now en­ 
joyed by churches. 
Coolidge also says the prop­ 
erty must be used exclusive­ 
ly for parking, a requirement 
that might cause loss of the 
exemption for some churches 
due to the fact that the prop­ 
erty may be used for other 
purposes. Neither can the 
property have been rented or 
used for any commercial pur­ 
pose during the year preced­ 
ing acquisition by the church. 
The measure, Coolidge says, 
“will harm churches more 
than it will benefit them.” 


Marin sites, contractors and 
others might remember the 
request of this California In­ 
dian, one which many other 
Indians also ask.

WASHINGTON — By the 
time the voting is over this 
fall we will have elected two 
more Senators and one more 
Representative than the C on- 
stitution provides. 
Then it will be up to the 
Senate and House to decide 
what they are going to do 
with th e m — whether to send 
them back home, whether to 
ignore them or to welcome 
them because of past prom­ 
ises unkept. 
This is deliberate, not ac­ 
cidental, and it is by no means 
axiomatic that Congress will 
turn down its uninvited ex­ 
tra members. 


WHAT HAS HAPPENED is 
that the “do-it-yourself”theme 
has spread to Alaska. After 
waiting years and years for 
Congress to grant them state­ 
hood, after watching both 
parties at the national con­ 
ventions solemnly promise it 
again and again— and then 
do nothing about it—this year 
the Alaskans stopped peti­ 
tioning and started acting. 
While we were busy in the 
primaries picking delegates 
for the national conventions, 
the voters in Alaska were 
even busier. They were show­ 
ing their preference for Ei­ 
senhower and Stevenson, and 
at the same time were ratify­ 
ing a state Constitution. At 
the same time they set up 
the machinery for the Repub­ 
lican and Democratic parties 
in Alaska to nominate candi­ 
dates to Congress and on Oc­ 
tober 9 next they will elect 
the “Senators” and “Repre­ 
sentative.” 


THE ALASKANS do not be­ 
lieve that they are engaged in 
any empty exercise. They ex­ 
pect to get results. They ex­ 
pect that by next winter the 
Vice President of the United 
States, when presiding over 
the Senate, will be recogniz­ 
ing “the Senator from the 
State of Alaska.” 
The reason is that there are 
numerous, solid precedents 
for this method of winning 
statehood. From 1796 to 1861 
seven 
American 
territories 
won their way to statehood 
by doing exactly what Alas­ 
ka is doing this year: that is, 
by ratifying a state Constitu­ 
tion, electing Senators and 
Representative and sending 
them to Washington to be 
sworn in. In other words, be­ 
coming a state by acting like 
a state. 
The territory of Tennessee 
did it 160 years ago and it 
took the 4th Congress only 


two months to recognize the 
accomplished fact. Afterward 
the territories of Michigan, 
Oregon, California, Minneso­ 
ta, Iowa and Kansas did it the 
same way. 
It took a little 
longer, but the pathway from 
territory to statehood was the 
same. The initiative was whol- 
ly with the territories, not 
with Congress. 


IT MAY NOT BE quite ac­ 
curate to say that this poli­ 
tical 
“do-it-yourself” 
mood 
“spread” to Alaska. It was 
pushed, it was in a sense “ex­ 
ported” by one little known, 
zestful, dynamic do-it-yourself 
appliance salesman in New 
Orleans, George H. Lehlietner 
who. after coming onto the 
Tennessee precedent acciden­ 
tally, became a one-man poli­ 
tical tornado who gathered in 
supporters 
everywhere 
he 
went. 
He had been with the Navy 
in the Pacific during the war 
and had become deeply con­ 
vinced that while Congress 
was making a mistake by 
withholding statehood from 
Hawaii and Alaska, neither 
would get anywhere without 
taking matters into their own 
hands. When Alaska called a 
Constitutional Convention last 
year, Mr. Lehlietner sent each 
delegate an outline of the 
Tennessee precedent and the 
delegates responded by invit­ 
ing him to come to Alaska 
to address the Convention. He 
did—and no more was need­ 
ed. 
Alaska, twice the size of 
Texas, has a population larg­ 
er than Nevada. Now at 208,- 
000, Alaska is the fastest- 
growing spot in America per­ 
centage-wise and its boosters 
believe it will grow in every 
way more rapidly after it be­ 
comes a state. Alaskans don’t 
like “taxation without repre­ 
sentation” — and that’s good 
doctrine. 


PARTY-PLATFORM prom- 
ises of statehood for Hawaii 
and Alaska go back to the 
’20s. They were explictly re­ 
peated ki the 1952 Republi­ 
can 
and 
Democratic 
plat­ 
forms. The Democratic party 
version emphasized how these 
territories had become inte­ 
grated into our economic and 
social life and urged “immed­ 
iate statehood.” The Republi­ 
can plank was to a like effect. 
The Republicans controll­ 
ed Congress in 1953 and 1954 
and the promises were not 
redeemed. 
The 
Democrats 
controlled Congress in 1955 
and 1956 and the promises 
were not redeemed.

Harold Stassen, is Art Sauter 
of San Anselmo.

ers to pretend they memorized 
■ all they have to say. 


Incidentally, have you won­ 
dered why it is that when the 
gavel hits that little block of 
wood six inches wide and eight 
inches long it gives out such 
a satisfactory and solid “clunk, 
clunk?” It is because that little 
rectangle of wood is actually 
' the top of a nine foot post. That

W hat’s your baby sitter I.Q.? 
If you aren’t making a good

, take the advice of other sitters 
i —you can clean up if you have 
the right attitude toward the 
I job. 


Nine out of ten high school 
girls seem to earn spare money 
taking care of youngsters these 
days, but some of them are 
more in demand than others.

Top Politicos Count 


On Women's Work

WASHINGTON—It is esti­ 
mated that 35 million women, 
three million more than in 
1952, will vote in this year’s 
presidential elections. Top po­ 
liticos of both Democratic and 
Republican parties are count­ 
ing on the women to put over 
their own standard bearers. 
Throughout the nation, in 
rural as well as urban areas, 
women are being stirred to ac­ 
tive participation in the politi­ 
cal arena as vote-getters and 
fund-raisers. 
The Republicans have their 
“Thank You, Mr. President” 
fund-raising project. The Dem­ 
ocrats have their “Teas for TV” 


—a combination fund-raising 
and educational activity — es­ 
pecially in small towns.

He is likely to skip over 
the whimsey and the make-be­ 
lieve of childhood and accept 
as his ow n the tastes and inter­ 
ests of adults which may be 
really much to mature for him. 
He is pushed into a maturity 
he is not ready for. 
When Ted was a tittle boy of 
five his favorite picture book 
was a collection of Rembrandt 
paintings—much to his moth­ 
er’s pleasure.

County Supt. Dr. Wallace 
Hall said, “To effect a greater 
integration of our instruction

guidance 
services 
we 
sought to secure a person 
whose training and experience 
would enable him to adminis 
ter effectively the activities of 
both departments. Richard Fos­ 
ter possesses the unusual com­ 
bination of extensive training 
and experience in both of these 
areas.” 
Foster come to Marin from 
Santa Ana, where he served as 
assistant 
superintendent 
of 
schools in charge of instruc­ 
tion. He has had extensive 
teaching and administrative ex­ 
perience in the Santa Monica 
schools. A graduate of Macales- 
ter College in St. Paul, Minne­ 
sota, he obtained his Master 
Degree at UCLA where he is 
presently completing his doc­ 
toral program. 
Mr. and Mrs. Foster and their 
son Bobby live in San Rafael 
Meadows. 


A Juvenile Hall official from 
San Mateo County, described 
as “experienced and well qual­ 
ified,” will take over as new 
superintendent of Marin Juve­ 
nile Hall in Lucas Valley from 
about mid-September. 
Marin Probation Officer Wal­ 
ter Rusher yesterday announc­ 
ed the appointment of John 
Joseph (Jack) Graham, 47, to 
succeed Perry McGee, former 
superintendent, who quit last 
July to take a better paying 
post in Orange County. 
10 PERSONS APPLY 
Graham 
has 
been 
senior 
group supervisor for the San 
Mateo Juvenile Hall in Bel­ 
mont for seven years. Rusher 
said Graham was picked from 
among 10 applicants because of 
his experience and because of 
high recommendations from 
San Mateo. 
Busher himself 
knows Graham personally and 
describes him as exceedingly 
well qualified. 
The county board of super­ 
visors has approved Graham’s 
hiring at a salary of $450 per 
month, which is a substantial 
cut from the salary he was get­ 
ting in San Mateo. Busher said 
Graham took the cut because 
he felt Marin offered better 
chance for advancement. 
ARRIVAL DATE 
Graham will be working at 
San Mateo Juvenile Hall until 
the middle of next month and 
should be in Marin by Sept. 
17. Busher announced. He plans 
to move to Marin with his wife 
and two children. At present, 
the operation of Marin Juve 
nile Hall is being handled 
through Busher’s office in San 
Rafael. 
The probation officer is at 
present also recruiting for an 
additional deputy probation of 
ficer, authorized by the county 
supervisors. This would bring 
the probation staff to nine pro­ 
bation officers, including Bush­ 
er, and one superintendent at 
juvenile hall. 


Several property owners in 
the Bret Harte area of San Ra­ 
fael want a drainage program 
started immediately for their 
area and are willing to pay 
several times more than the 
cost of a citywide drainage 
program outlined about two 
years ago. 
At that time, vigorous pro­ 
tests turned back the city coun­ 
cil’s efforts to push a flood con­ 
trol and drainage plan, but this 
time the Bret Harte area wants 
the boundaries limited to the 
low lying areas in Bret Harte, 
according to Everett Murphy, 
spokesman who appeared be 
fore the council last night. 
City councilmen wondered 
whether flood control could be 
set up for Bret Harte alone, 
independently of the rest of the 
city, biit asked the city engi­ 
neer to get in touch with engi­ 
neer John S. Cotton to study 


Murphy said he was speaking 
for many property owners pri­ 
marily from Woodland avenue 
eastward and from the Bret 
Harte foothills to the railroad 
tracks. He said his group is 
willing to shrink the size of 
the drainage district boundary 
and 
exclude the highlands. 
Murphy said he believes the 
owners of the highlands defeat­ 
ed the flood control plan the 
last time, and his group would 
rather forego the $17 or $20 
assessment on hillside owners 
than give them the vote and 
risk another defeat of the flood 
control plan.
